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1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Of the fourteen newly 
cited references only Japan (191) discloses a SiC gate. However, this gate is over a diamond 
substrate and is not connected in the claimed memory cell structure. Having a SiC gate structure 
is Japan (960), which apparently uses element 3 as the actual gate electrode and SiC element 2 as 
a gate insulator. In any case, Japan (960) lacks the claimed memory cell structure and SiC 
composition. The remaining newly submitted references are merely of background interest.
